Thomas Dewey, New York governor, is the Republican 
candidate for the presidency, the unanimous choice of the 
GOP convention at Philadelphia on the third ballot last night. 
The Dewey landslide, which started moving on the first ballot, 
reached its peak on the third ballot when the California dele­ 
gation, 53 strong, was released by Gov. Earl W arren and made 


Dewey’s easy victory possible. Gov. W arren was among those 
discussed as a running mate for Dewey in the November race. 
The vice-presidential candidate will be selected this morning. 
Dewey is the first Republican to twice head his ticket. He was 
the GOP candidate four years ago and made a strong race. He 
was pledged complete support by the other candidates, also 
pictured below.

ed top priority rights. 
The decision places Pinney and 
Ralph Lacou in first position to 
acquire the property after gov­ 
ernmental subdivisions. 
THE CASE has been pending 
n U. S. court in Washington for 
nbme weeks. 
. i 'Jnless the War Assets Admin­ 
istration, which did not concede 
that Pinney and Lacou were for­ 
mer owners, appeals, the decision 
may mean that the El Mirador 
will blossom forth in its former 
luster as a leading Village hos­ 
telry this coming season. 
Pinney was in town Wednes­ 
day with W arren Pinney Jr., who 
sails for Honolulu shortly. 
AT THE CITY HALL no com­ 
ments were made on the report. 
They had not received official 
word of the decision there. 
Mr. Pinney could not be reach­ 
ed at his Los Angeles office yes­ 
terday afternoon to amplify his 
word to friends here this week.

Although the law which seeks 
to protect the rest and slumber 
of winter visitors and Villagers 
by prohibiting noisy work before 
7:30 a.m. and after dusk, is not 
effective in summer time, the 
old law about disturbing the 
peace runs 12 months of the year. 
This was impressed on Village 
residents who seek the cool early 
pre-dawn and dawn hours to 
work or who carry on noisy ope­ 
rations well into the night. 
Chief of Police Kettman today 
called attention to this fact after 
complaints had come in from 
Villagers that some people were 
working late at night with ham­ 
mers and saws and others started 
at anywhere from 4 a.m. on along 
the same line.

Those who were doing the 
work said it is too hot while the 
sun is up or that they are other­ 
wise engaged in renumerative 
occupations during d a y t i m e 
hours. Anyway, the law limiting 
hours of work is inoperative dur­ 
ing June, July and August, they 
said.

Be at New Site 
Next Monday 


Next Monday if you have busi­ 
ness at the city hall, go to 3200 
McCallum way. Don’t go to 363 
North Palm Canyon drive which 
has been headquarters of city 
government for the past ten 
years. 
Tomorrow and Sunday the city 
hall at the Palm Canyon address 
will be closed—but there’ll be no 
rest for the staff. 
It’s moving day. 
OVER THE WEEK-END the 
city manager’s office, city treas­ 
urer’s office, city clerk’s office 
and the city business license bu­ 
reau will be packed up and taken 
out to the new offices on McCal­ 
lum way, on city-owned land at 
the former army air base. 
Heads of departments and cler 
ical staffs have been busy all 
week ear-marking files, desks, 
cabinets and papers for the move 
which City Manager W. E. Al- 
worth says will be without inci 
dent and with dispatch. 
CITY GOVERNMENT will be 
housed in three buildings on Mc­ 
Callum way when all of the mov­ 
ing is finished. One building was 
occupied last week-end—that of 
the building, planning and engi­ 
neering departments. They have 
been functioning in their new of­ 
fices since Monday. 
Next Monday the city hall of­ 
fices and waste material depart­ 
ment will be in the second build­ 
ing at the new civic center site. 
AND NEXT FALL the third 
building will be occupied by city 
and justice courts and the city 
council chamber. These depart­ 
ments will remain where they 
are now, at 810 North Palm Can­ 
yon drive, until late August or 
early September, when they will 
be moved to the new site and 
join other city offices. 
Alworth pointed out that there 
is plenty of parking space at the 
new headquarters of the city 
government. The site is on Mc­ 
Callum way a mile east of Sun­ 
rise and can be reached either via 
Ramon or Tamarisk roads. 
TELEPHONE NUMBERS of 
the city hall will remain the 
same—2202—and the building de­ 
partment number, 6277, and en­ 
gineering department number, 
2954, remain unchanged. 
The planning department num­ 
ber is being changed and will be 
announced later.

RESIGNATION of George Ro­ 
berson, head of the recreation 
sub-committee was accepted with 
regret but Roberson will con­ 
tinue to serve on the committee. 
Harry C. Harper of Palm 
Springs also resigned from his 
place on the committee where he 
had served as Village Chamber 
of Commerce representative. He 
also was prevailed upon to con­ 
tinue to work wit it in a lesser 
capacity. 
REPORTS from sub-commit- 
tecs were heard and guests which 
included Fourth District Super­ 
visor James I. Easley and other 
county officals were introduced. 
Palm Springs, represented by 
City Manager W. E. Alworth, was 
host for the meeting.

Planners, in Session 


Here, Press Proposal 


Action toward obtaining a paid 
planning technician with compe­ 
tent staff to coordinate the great 
and rapid development in the 
desert area was taken Wednesday 
night when the Coachella Valley 
Planning 
Advisory 
committee 
met at the El Pasco for its June 
meeting. 
Chairman Ted Carlton of Indio, 
who presided, read a resolution 
prepared by civic heads of desert 
area cities asking supervisors for 
such an office and it met with 
unanimous approval. 
DO IT NOW. became the slo­ 
gan and Chairman Carlson was 
authorized to appoint a commit­ 
tee to meet with the county plan­ 
ning commission next Tuesday 
morning and with the board of 
supervisors Tuesday afternoon to 
urge immediate action on the 
proposal. 
Following reading of the reso­ 
lution Joe Snyder of the Coa­ 
chella Valley water district made 
a strong plea for action at once. 
RECOUNTING all of the many 
developments under way and 
those planned, the water, zon­ 
ing, highway and other problems 
to be met, Snyder said that a re­ 
cent Los Angeles meeting, plans 
for just one little item—drainage 
in the Coachella Valley—drew 25 
engineers and technicians from 
all parts of the nation. 
“This is just a small item com­ 
pared to what is going on in the 
Coachella Valley b u t people 
came from all over the nation to 
discuss it. The entire planning 
situated in Coachella Valley is a 
multi-million dollar project—we 
can’t afford not to act to have it 
done right.” 
APPROVAL of the resolution 
carried with it authority to Carl­ 
son to appoint a committee to 
meet with planners and super­ 
visors at the earliest moment— 
next Tuesday—and urge them to 
include in the budget provisions 
for such an office to be establish­ 
ed at Indio. 
Last week City Manager Wil­ 
liam E. Alworth. in discussing 
the proposal said that the vast 
development is here now and the 
area cannot afford to wait. 
“Coordinated planning for the 
desert, highways, housing, zon­ 
ing, flood control, and all like 
items, is needed right now or the 
development is going to get away 
from us and create a chaotic con­ 
dition,” he said.

SINCE THE FUROR AND EXCITEMENT of the Republican Na­ 
tional convention has subsided and we quietly consider the decision 
of the delegates, there is no doubt in our minds that Thomas E. 
Dewey was the choice of the majority of the delegates from the 
very start, but they had to cast their courtesy votes for "favorite 
sons” on the first two ballots to satisfy the folks back home. Possibly 
the California delegation was too close to the Dewey opposition to 
grasp the situation soon enough or they would not have joined with 
those who demanded a recess after the second ballot in an attempt 
to stop Dewey, and thus may have thrown away the chance of 
nominating Governor Earl Warren as Dewey’s running mate. 
NOTWITHSTANDING THIS BLUNDER, the convention could not 
make a better choice, for a ticket of the two most popular chief 
executives of the two most populous states in the nation, whose 
support from Democratic ranks has built up tremendous majorities 
in each election, would be an unbeatable pair. As this is being 
written Thursday evening, no word has come from the convention 
as to the probable vice-presidential choice. 
BEST AND MOST IMPRESSIVE speeches at the convention, in our 
opinion, were delivered by former President Herbert Hoover and 
Delegate Kelley of Wisconsin. In ’31 and ’32 Hoover was the most 
maligned man in the nation, a victim of world-wide conditions, yet 
he stuck by his convictions and went down to defeat. Today he is 
one of the most beloved men of the country, and no one doubts his 
honesty, sincerity and good common sense. His speech reflected 
these attributes. Delegate Kelley, who was led to the rostrum by 
two pages, because he was blind, naturally could not refer to notes 
or manuscripts, without a moment’s hesitation at any time during 
his speech, he drove home points that other speakers had overlooked. 
IF TRUMAN CONTINUES to attack our representatives, chosen by 
the majority of the people, as “the worst Congress in the history of 
the country,” and the Republicans tell what they propose to do for 
the country instead of centering all their fire on Democratic mistakes, 
the Republicans will win the election. 
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U nder perm anent m ilitary con­ 
scription he (the boy of 18) . . .

Act Effective Next Thursday, July 1 


With less than a week remaining before California’s new 
financial responsibility law becomes operative, A. H. Hender­ 
son, director of motor vehicles, warned that compliance with 
the new statute does not excuse a driver from other responsi­ 
bilities at the time of an accident.

Czecho-Slovaklan 


If there anybody in the house 
w ho can read Czecho-Slovakian? 
J. V. M urphy, tax consultant 
w ith offices in The C enter, a few 
w eeks ago gave $50 to CARE, the 
agency which is taking care of 
food shipm ents to destitute in 
Europe. Since then he has had 
several heartfelt letters of thanks 
for his donation. 
A nother letter came this week 
b u t M urphy can’t read 
it, He 
w ould like to. 
It is from Piestany, Czecho­ 
slo vakia and w ritten in the na­ 
tive language. 
If there is any person in town 
w ho can read that letter, M urphy 
w ould like to hear from them. 
A Village girl, who can read 
th e H ungarian language, was able 
to m ake out parts of the letter 
h ere and there but th e context 
got her. So the SOS for help still 
stands. 
In the m eantim e the w ork of 
CARE is still going strong and 
local donations m ay be left at the 
O lm an Service bureau 457 North 
P alm Canyon drive. 
A shley Sim m s is local chairm an 
for CARE. 


He m ust stop, help care for the 
injured, identify himself fully to 
occupants of the other vehicle 
and 
show 
his driver's license 
upon request, Henderson said. 


IN ADDITION to m aking a fi­ 
nancial 
responsibility 
r e p o r t 
w ithin 10 days to the departm ent 
of m otor vehicles at Sacram ento, 
the driver also must report in 
w riting w ithin 24 hours to en­ 
forcem ent officials any accident 
involving death or injury. 
If there is dam age to property 
only, in addition to m aking the 
financial responsibility report of 
damage in excess of $100, the 
driver m ust stop, identify him ­ 
self fully to occupants of the 
other vehicle and produce his 
driver’s license if requested to 
do so. 


IN CASE the damaged vehicle 
is unattended and the ow ner or 
driver cannot be found a w ritten 
report m ust be left in the vehicle 


giving name, address, car regis­ 
tration num ber and the nam e of 
the ow ner if he was not the 
driver. W ithin 24 hours a report 
of striking an unattended vehicle 
m ust be made to local law en­ 
forcem ent otficials or, if in un­ 
incorporated 
territory, 
to 
the 
C alitornia highw ay patrol. 
Henderson said the new law in 
no way affects the old financial 
responsibility 
law 
w hich 
has 
been in the California vehicle 
code since 1937. 


THE OLD LAW provides for 
suspension of driving privileges 
and registration cards ot any per­ 
son who fails for 30 days to sat­ 
isfy judgm ents for in excess of 
$100 property damage or for any 
am ount of injury or death as the 
result of operation of a motor 
vehicle by the judgm ent debtor. 
The suspensions rem ain in effect 
until the judgm ent is satisfied 
and until the debtor dem onstrates 
proof of financial responsibility 
in the future. 
“A fter July 1,” said H ender­ 
son, “there are two im portant 
responsibilities 
that 
California 
m otorists have under the new 
financial responsibility law. 


"FIRST, they m ust m ake a re­ 
port of any accident involving 
injury, death or damage to the 
property of any one person in ex­ 
cess of $100. The report m ust be 
made in w riting on a special 
form to the departm ent of motor 
vehicles at Sacram ento w ithin 10 
days of the date of the accident. 
“Second, w ithin 60 days of fil­ 
ing the report the driver must 
deposit security in a sum suf­ 
ficient in the judgm ent of the 
departm ent, bu t not to exceed 
$11,000, to satisfy any judgm ent 
for dam ages arising from the ac­ 
cident. A valid autom obile lia­ 
bility insurance policy is con­ 
sidered to fulfill all requirem ents 
under th e security provision of 
the act.” 
Failure to com ply w ith either 
of these two requirem ents, H en­ 
derson added, calls for autom atic 
suspension of th e resident driver’s 
license o r non-resident’s driving 
privilege.

THE CALIFORNIA education 
code provides th at the governing 
board of each unified school dis­ 
trict shall have the some pow ers 
and duties are are by law g ran t­ 
ed to the governing boards of the 
elem entary school districts and 
the high school districts w hich 
are m erged into the unified dis­ 
tricts. 
Elem entary district boards are 
required by school law to m eet 
annually on the first day of July 
and elect one of its m em bers 
clerk of the district. U nion high 
school districts are required to 
m eet on the first day of Ju ly of 
each year also, but there is the 
additional requirem ent th a t they 
m eet at 12:00 o’clock noon and 
th at they organize at th at tim e 
by electing a president from its 
m em bers and a clerk.

FICTITIOUS NAME LAW 
Every Individual and Partnership Operating in 
California Under a Trade Name Should Read 
This Carefully 
1. Ques. What is a Fictitious Firm name? 
Ans. Any name which does not completely and 
clearly identify the owner or owners. 
2. Ques. Why should an individual or partnership do­ 
ing business under a Fictitious Name file and pub­ 
lish a Certificate? 
Ans. 1. The law is specific and mandatory. Busi­ 
ness people, like other persons, should obey the 
law. 2. No Court action of any sort can be main­ 
tained until Certificate is filed and published. 
3. Such filing and publishing contributes to the 
value and protection of a trade name. 
3. Ques. Is the name “J. B. Smith Company” a fic­ 
titious name? 
Ans. Yes. Because the term “company” is ambigu­ 
ous and suggestive of uncertainty. 
4. Ques. 
How can customer find if he has filed and 
published his certificate of business? 
Ans. 
Simply by checking with the Corporation de­ 
partment in your county clerk’s office. 
5. Ques. 
What does Section 2468 of the Civil Code 
mean by the wording that no person or partner­ 
ship failing to comply “shall maintain any action 
upon, or on account of, any contract or contracts 
made or transactions had,” under such fictitious 
name in any Court of this State? 
Ans. Simply that the person or partnership cannot 
sue. 
- 
6. Ques. 
Does this mean that cash stores are not af­ 
fected? 
Ans. There are many grounds for court actions be­ 
sides the mere collection of past due accounts. 
For instance, a cash grocery may wish to sue a 
trucking company for damage to shipments. 
7. Ques. 
In case of a change in ownership, must the 
new owner file and publish? 
Ans. Yes. “Every person transacting business in 
this state under a fictitious name” must file and 
publish. 
8. Ques. In case one partner is succeeded by another, 
must a new certificate be filed and published. 
Ans. 
Yes. Section 2469 of the Civil Code states that 
“On every change in the members of a partner­ 
ship transacting business in this State under a fic­ 
titious name . . . a new certificate must be filed 
with the county Clerk and a new publication 
made.” 
9. Ques. 
Must a corporation file and publish a cer­ 
tificate? 
Ans. Yes, when the corporation as a person owns 
and operates some other business under a fic­ 
titious firm name. In such event it must file and 
publish, otherwise not. 
10. Ques. 
Do public authorities demand compliance 
with the fictitious firm law? 
Ans. 
Yes. For instance, the California State De­ 
partment of Vocational Standards will not issue a 
license to any contractor or contracting partner­ 
ship who has not filed and published. 
11. Ques. 
May a person or persons engaged in more 
than one business under fictitious name meet the 
publication requirement by filing and printing 
only one certificate? 
Ans. The Los Angeles County Counsel has ruled: 
“We incline to the opinion that the provision of 
said section contemplate a certificate to be filed 
and published for EACH fictitious name under 
which a business is transacted.” 
12. Ques. Does the filing and publication of a Trade 
Name Certificate have value in establishing own­ 
ers’ title in a firm name? 
Ans. Yes the courts have held such registration and 
publication to be a prima facia evidence of name 
ownership where two claimants to a name have 
contested ownership. 
13. Ques. 
How may a Certificate be prepared, filled 
out and published? 
Ans. 
See your lawyer, bank, local newspaper or the 
County Clerk. 
14. Ques. What will it cost? 
Ans. The statutory one dollar County Clerk fee for 
filing plus the publisher’s rate for four weekly 
insertions of the advertisement, amounting to 
about $10. 
15. Ques. Where may filing service be obtained. 
Ans. Complete service is given FREE by Los An­ 
geles Newspaper Service Bureau, Inc., 132 West 
First St. Write them for further information or 
free forms and printed instructions at that ad­ 
dress or Phone MA 2541. 
THE LAW 
(Civil Code Sections 2466, 2468. 2469) 
2466—Every person transacting business in this state under 
a fictitious nam e and every partnership transacting business in 
this state under a fictitious name, or a designation no t showing 
the nam es of the persons interested as partners in such busi­ 
ness, m ust file w ith the clerk of th e county in which his or its 
principal place of business is situated, a certificate, stating the 
nam e in full and the place of residence of such person and 
stating th e nam es in full of all the m em bers of such p artn er­ 
ship and th eir places of residence. Such certificate m ust be 
published in the county, if there be one, a n d if there be none 
in such county, then in a new spaper in an adjoining county. 
An affidavit showing the publication of such certificate shall 
be filed w ith the county clerk w ithin th irty days after the 
com pletion of such publication. 1923-238. 
2468—The certificate filed w ith the clerk as provided in 
section tw enty-four hundred and sixty-six m ust be signed by 
the person therein referred to, or by the partners, as the case 
may be and acknow ledged before some officer, authorized to 
take the acknow ledgm ent of conveyance of real property. 
W here a business is hereafter commenced b y a person und er a 
fictitious nam e or a partnership is h ereafter formed, the cer­ 
tificate m ust be filed and the publication designated in th at 
section m ust be m ade w ithin one m onth a fte r the com m ence­ 
m ent of such business or after the form ation of the partnership, 
or w ithin one m onth from the tim e designated in th e agree­ 
m ent of its m em bers for th e com m encem ent of th e p artn er­ 
ship. W here the business has been heretofore conducted u nder 
a fictitious nam e or w here th e partnership h as been heretofore 
formed, the certificate m ust be filed and th e publication m ade 
w ithin six m onths after th e passage of th is act.

Sanitary District 


Board Completes 
Work on Ordinance 


In an adjourned m eeting at the 
Town H all June 15, the board of 
the sanitary district m et to adopt 
in its final form the ordinances 
w hich w ill be operative w ithin 
the district. A ttorney W oolpert of 
Indio who has been acting as 
legal adviser to th e board and 
draw ing th eir legal forms, sub­ 
m itted an ordinance providing 
proceedures, rates and penalties. 
The board, not agreeing entirely 
w ith A ttorney W oolpert, asked 
him to m ake certain changes and 
to re-subm it the ordinance. This 
he did bu t the board still feeling 
that the ordinance did not quite 
fill their requirem ents, asked if 
the ordinance could be draw n in 
two sections, the first one to de­ 
fine basic rules and another to 
embody rates and tim e, place and 
m ethod of collection. He stated 
there would be no legal objection 
to such an arrangem ent so the 
board took action to divide the 
ordinance and instructed the sec­ 
retary to so prepare them for 
posting as required by law. 
The board took this action, be­ 
lieving th at the basic ordinance 
providing for the collection and 
disposal of garbage and rubbish, 
defining the system and provid­ 
ing penalties, w ill not be sub­ 
ject to m aterial change for a con­ 
siderable length of tim e but that 
rates and the m anner of collect­ 
ing them m ay vary from year to 
year and w ith the grow th of the 
com m unity, so by m aking two or­ 
dinances, they w ill be saved the 
trouble of repeal and draw ing of 
new ones, at least as it relates to 
basic rules. 
There w ill be no change in the 
present system during the sum ­ 
mer m onths, the vacancy rate 
still being in effect. The vacancy 
rate is now due and payable and 
may be paid direct to H art L. 
Kopp at the C athedral Pharm acy 
or rem itted by m ail

Costs Not in Sight 


Might as W ell Build 
Now Says Editor 


Low er building costs are not in 
sight according to R. W. Richard­ 
son, executive editor of a con­ 
struction magazine told the Con­ 
struction Industries com m ittee of 
the Los Angeles cham ber of com ­ 
m erce last week. 
“N othing on the horizon indi­ 
cates th at building costa will de­ 
cline for some tim e to come,” he 
said. 
Anyone considering postpone­ 
m ent of needed construction in 
anticipation of lower costs is go­ 
ing to undergo a severe strain ón 
his endurance, Richardson said 
This 
studied 
opinion 
coincides 
w ith m any expressions from other 
qualified authorities In the past 
two years or so. 


VARIOUS LOGICAL reasons 
for today’s construction costs be­ 
ing higher than in the last peace 
year, before w ar stepped in, were 
cited by the speaker. High labor 
pay rates have had m uch to do 
w ith it, but Richardson asserted 
that labor is not entirely to blame, 
although 
productivity 
certainly 
can stand some im provem ent, b e­ 
ing today about 71 Der cent of 
the 1939 output by the skilled 
trades. 
R ichardson blamed lack of co­ 
operation by elem ents of the con­ 
struction industry for contribut­ 
ing to high costs. H e declared 
that inadequate supervision by 
m anagem ent has som ething to do 
w ith it. too.

State and Federal taxes bring the 
average tax levy per capita on 
Californians' for 1947-48 to $506. 
P er capita property tax levy in 
C alifornia for 1946-47 averaged
